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1963 LEGISLA'nVE SES¬ 
SION BECOMES HISTORY 

Well, the 1963 Legislative 
Session is now history and, 
as predicted, ended with one 
of the greatest log jams in 
the history of California. 
Major legislation, important 
to all of the people of our 
state, died at midnight Fri¬ 
day because of lack of time. 

Major problems have been 
left unresolved, the main 
one being the aid to the lo¬ 
cal school districts. With the 
failure of the Senate to act 
on the Governor’s tax accel¬ 
eration program, the leader¬ 
ship on budget matters was 
forced to slash all new ap¬ 
propriations, including aid 
to the local school districts 
and increased salaries of the 
academic personnel in our 
State colleges and univer¬ 
sities. 

The prediction is,that be¬ 
cause of the importance of 
vital programs lost, the Gov¬ 
ernor will call a special ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature to 
discuss primarily taxes and 
schools. 

My own legislative pro¬ 
gram was generally success¬ 
ful, although the Southern 
California Mass Rapid Tran¬ 
sit Act, the major bill which 
would have solved the bun¬ 
gling in rapid transit in Los 
Angeles County, was lost in 
the Assembly. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, this bill, so Important to 
our county, became the foil 
in an unprecedented session 
of petty personal politics. 
This bill was only moved 
out of the Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee after 
10 p.m. Friday and the lead¬ 
ership never gave the bill a 
chance to be voted upon by 
the full Assembly. 

Senate Bill 325, my major 
air pollution legislation, 
passed Friday night. This 
bill puts teeth into the cur¬ 
rent regulations requiring 
anti-air pollution devices on 
automobiles and would set 
up, with the approval of the 
Board of Supervisors, a 
tough inspection system in 
our county. 

Also approved was my 
major vocational high 
schools bill which author¬ 
izes county-wide vocational 
high schools in which our 
youngsters can be well on 
their way towards learning 
a trade or profession by the 
time they have graduated 
from high school. 

Another bill, S. B. 1463, 
gives the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty taxpayer a break in pro¬ 
testing his tax assessments 
to the Board of Supervisors. 
Previously, tax bills were re¬ 
ceived in October, already 
two months beyond the 
time in which protests could 
be made. Under my legisla¬ 
tion, the taxpayer would 
have nearly five months in 
which to protest after re¬ 
ceiving his tax bill. 

All in all, it was a strage 
session — perhaps the slow¬ 
est starting and the quick¬ 
est finishing yet seen. Per-

Most of us, young or old, 
look forward with anticipa¬ 
tion to summertime, when 
as the song goes “The Liv¬ 
ing Is Easy." We could fill 
up a whole column on ac¬ 
tivities that various indivi¬ 
duals and families do dur¬ 
ing the heat of summertime. 

Most of these activities 
would be joyous. One of 
them is not. 

Fighting fires is the activ¬ 
ity. 

In all ■ the United States 
there is no more fire prone 
area, no area in which it is 
harder to fight a fire and no 
area that sustains a higher 
watershed loss and greater 
mud flow damage than our 
own mountains. 

This all was brought to 
mind by a borate bomber 
demonstration arranged this 
week by the United States 
Forest Service. After many 
years of experimentation, 
the use of airplanes for as¬ 
sistance in the control of 
forest fires has been pretty 
well perfected. 

The U. S. Forest Service 
has contracts with numer¬ 
ous airplane operators in 
California — the closest lo¬ 
cation to Sierra Madre is at 
the old Chino Airport. Here 
there is one World War II 
B-17 (1800 Gal. capacity) 

and one AT6 (600 Gal. cap¬ 
acity) which are maintained 
on the line during the day¬ 
light hours, seven days a 
week throughout the high 
fire hazard period. 'There is 
an additional B-17 in back¬ 
up and if the need became 
great enough there is a BY- 
63 with a 5000 gallon capa¬ 
city which could be made 
ready. 

There is also maintained 
a 40,000 gallon tank of mix¬ 
ture and a pumping system 
capable of putting almost 
2000 gallons per minute of 
borate mixture into the 
planes. The landing, loading 
and take off procedure has 
been perfected to the point 
where there is no lost mo¬ 
tion. 

The Forest Service and 
other agencies who are ac¬ 
tively working on the forest 
fire control problem are 
continually experimenting 
with various materials to 
make the drop more effec¬ 
tive. Bentonite, drilling mud 
and other smothering chem¬ 
icals are presently under 
test. 

It was a real experience to 
observe the daring and skill 
of the pilots in the demon¬ 
stration drops. ’They placed 
the red colored drop mater¬ 
ial right on the target in all 
of the test runs. 

These men risk their lives 
every time they go into the 
air since the drops must be 
made from below 150 feet to 
be most effective. The crews
